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The fKkise of Soviet Fencing 


The recent Winter Olympics highlighted 
the excellent performance of U.S.S.R. ath- 
letes (a clear-cut victory in the unofficial 
point score), and in the opinion of compe- 
tent observers pressaged a similar result in 
the ‘‘summer’’ Games to be held in Mel- 
bourne next November. It will be recalled 
that the Soviets, in their first Olympic ap- 
pearance at Helsinki in 1952, ran a close 
second on total points to the United States 
—so close in fact that the difference was 
less than the U. S. fencers’ advantage on 
points over the Russians. | do not mean 
to imply that our fencers ‘’won’’ the Hel- 
sinki Games for Uncle Sam, but only to 
call attention to the fact that the athletic 
rivalry between these two great world pow- 
ers extends to fencing, and that the com- 
parative fencing scores may well prove 
decisive in the total results at Melbourne. 

Neither the U.S.S.R. nor the U.S.A. ap- 
pears at present likely to offer any real 
challenge to the ‘Big Three’’ of world 
fencing—France, Itdly, and Hungary—in 
over-all strength. However, at the Olympic 
Games every four years, the United States 
has made a bid for fourth ranking among 
the fencing powers, and clearly succeeded 
at Los Angeles in 1932 and at London in 
1948. The results at Helsinki were doubt- 
ful. The competition in the past has come 
mainly from Belgium on an_ all-around 
basis, and from countries which have large- 
ly specialized (e.g Sweden and Switzerland 
in epee, Poland in sabre, Denmark in wom- 
en’s foil) but may win enough ‘‘points’’ in 
one or two events to exceed the United 
States total. Now it seems clear, however, 
that in 1956 the U.S.’s chief rival for the 
4th best all-around record will be the 
Soviet Union. 


First, let us consider the results of the 
World Championships in Rome last Oc- 
tober: In both 1948 and 1952, the best 
individual performance by the United States 
was fourth place in the women’s event 
(Maria Cerra and Janice-Lee York); in 
1955, the Russians placed fourth in the 
women’s team event, which is not on the 
Olympic program. In both 1948 and 1952, 
the strongest U. S. team was in sabre (third 
and fourth places); in 1955, the Russians 
laced third in the sabre team champion- 
hip. 

Now comes the December issue of 
‘Scherma’’, the official organ of the Italian 
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Fencing Federation, with a detailed account 
by Edorado Mangiarotti of two international 
tournaments held at the end of November 
in Moscow and Leningrad. The events were 
obviously designed to help train the Russian 
Olympic squal by the participation, at the 
invitation of the U.S.S.R. Fencing Federa- 
tion, of some of the outstanding fencers of 
Czechoslovakia, France, Hungary and Italy. 


In the women’s events, 2] competed: 17 
Russians and 4 others. These were Domolki 
of Hungary (present world champion), 
Camber of Italy (1952 Olympic champion), 
Delbarre of France, and Rakova of Czech- 
oslovakia. At Moscow, Camber was elim- 
inated, Domolki was 7th, Delbarre 6th, 
Rakova 4th; the first three places went to 
Plekhanova, Rastvorova, and lagodina, all 
of the U.S.S.R. At Leningrad, the results 
ran closer to form: (1) Delbarre, (2) Do- 
molki, (3) Guidmane, U.S.S.R., (4) Cam- 
ber, (5) Plekhanova, (6) Ponomareva, (7) 
Rastvorova, (8) Boulochka, (9) Rakova. 


The 21 competitors in men’s foil at Mos- 
cow included 15 Russians plus d’Oriola of 
France (1952 Olympic champion), Man- 
giarotti, Spallino, and Ferrari of Italy, 
Chmela of Czechoslovakia, and Sakovics of 
Hungary. Chmela and Ferrari were elimin- 
ated, the latter on a fence-off. Mangiarotti 
made the finals on a fence-off. D’Oriola 
won, followed by (2) Spallino, (3) Kolesni- 
kov, (4) Mangiarott, (5) Midler, (6) Rou- 
dov, (7) Sakovics, (8) WVodovozov, (9) 
Zelikman. At Leningrad, Mouyal of France 
replaced Ferrari, and Cvirny of Czechoslo- 
vakia replaced Sakovics; neither replace- 
ment made the finals. The big story was 
the victory of Midler on a fence-off with 
d‘Oriola, with Spallino third and the rest 
as follows: (4) Uralov, (4) Gallay, (6) 
Vodovozov, (7) Mangiarotti, (8) Roudov, 
(9) Ivanov. 


In epee, the 18 competitors included 13 
Russians plus Mangiarotti (1952 Olympic 
champion) and Bertinetti of Italy, Sakovics 
of Hungary (former world champion), 
Mouyal of France, and Cvirny of Czecho- 
slovakia. All the foreigners made the finals 
in both tournaments, Sakovics winning at 
Moscow and Mangiarotti at Leningrad. The 
best Russian was Udras with a 9th and 
then a 2nd place, followed by Saichuk with 
an 8th and a 7th place. 


In sabre there were also 18 competitors 
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in each tournament. At Moscow, eight 
foreigners competed: Karpati, Gerevich and 
Kovacs of Hungary (probably the best three 
sabremen in the world); Tcherepovskiy, 
Komarek and Chmela of Czechoslovaki2; 
Ferrari, champion of Italy; and Roulot of 
France. The results: (1) Karpati, (2) Kouz- 
netsov, (3) Gerevich, (4) Rylskiy, (5) 
Rybine, (6) Ferrari, (7) Kovacs, (8) Bog- 
danov, (9) Chmela. At Leningrad, Kovacs, 
Komarek and Chmela dropped out, as did 
four Russians, and they were replaced by 
seven other Russians. The results: (1) Kar- 
pati, (2) Rylskiy, (3) Gerevich, (4) Kouz- 
netzov, (5) Vychpolskiy, (6) Leitman, (7) 
Ferrari, (8) Tychler, (9) Batyzi. 


As | read these results, | would hazard 
the opinion that the U.S.S.R. has more 
topnotch sabremen and foilswomen than we 
now have, and that their strength is at 
least equal to that of the United States in 
1948 and 1952. The epee appears relative- 
ly weaker and more erratic, but the same 
is true with us. The men’s foil is more 
difficult to assess: Midler seems far strong- 
er than in 1952, and he may outclass any- 
one we have, but the rest of the Russians 
are probably no better than our current 
Olympic squad. (| should mention that the 
foil events in Moscow and Leningrad were 
conducted with the electrical weapon). 


Mangiarotti’s article emphasizes that the 
rebirth of Russian fencing dates back to 
1932—and not to 1945 as most of us had 
thought. Moscow and Leningrad are only 
the two most active of the 18 principal 
fencing centers in the Soviet Union, which 
has over 30,000 members of the U.S.S.R. 
Fencing Federation. An earlier crop of ex- 
cellent French and Italian masters has been 
joined by well-trained teachers from East- 
ern Europe. (| may add that Hugo Castello 
recently sent me a Russian instruction man- 
ual on fencing, dated 1954, which describes 
the ‘’Soviet’’ method; it is a thoroughly 
orthodox exposition of modern swordplay 
with all weapons.) In Mangiarotti’s expert 
judgment—and few men in the world can 
match it—the audience at both tournaments 
was large and competent in its underst7nd- 
ing of the sport; the organization and con- 
duct of the events were excelllent; and 
Russian fencing has both ‘‘tradition’’ and 
“‘class’’, and is entitled to serious respect 
in cll four branches.

It is the task of the nominating committee 
to sound out sentiment in the various sec- 
tions of the League and to submit a slate 
which will meet with general approval. Al- 
though the formal tenure of office is one 
year, it has been customary to retain the 
President for four years. It is also customary 
to select one new Vice-President every year, 
with the first Vice-President dropping out 
and the others moving up; the new Vice- 
President must come from the same Section 
as the one dropped, but preferably from an- 
other division. (In the proposed slate, Mr. 
Schlick of Maryland would replace Dr. Paul 
T. Makler of Philadelphia as the Vice-Presi- 
dent for the Eastern Sections.) The actual 
term of office of the Secretary and/or 
Treasurer has ranged from two to seven 
years. (In the proposed slate, Mr. Leo Sobel, 
the present assistant treasurer, would move 
up to the position of Treasurer, replacing 
Mr. Rudolph Ozol.) The Foreign Secretary 
is a new elective office. (Mr. Jaeckel has 
previously served in that capacity under ap- 
pointment by the Board of Governors.) The 
recording secretary is not a voting member 
of the Board of Governors unless elected as 
a governor. 

Under the provisions of the Constitution 
and By-Laws, additional nominations for 
national offices may be made by petition 
signed by ten voting members of the 
League, provided such petitions are received 
by the Secretary, Mr. Ralph Goldstein, not 
later than April 1, 1956.

DIVISIONAL TERRITORY 


The Board of Governors has acted upon 
the request of the Washington, D. C., and 
Maryland Divisions for a more precise defi- 
nition of the territorial jurisdiction of the 
Washington Division which includes the 
“‘areas adjacent and subruban to the Dis- 
trict of Columbia.’’ Based on the report of 
a special committee, the Board determined 
that such areas are included within a line 
beginning at Rockville, Maryland, then to 
Colesville and Fairland; from Fairland in a 
southerly direction to the westernmost 
boundary of the University of Maryland 
grounds as they now are or as they may 
be in the future; thence to the most north- 
eastern point on Route #1; thence to Belts- 
ville and on through Greenbelt, Upper Marl- 
boro, Brandywine, Waldorf, Pisgah, Chicka- 
musen, and (continuing in Virginia) through 
Quantico, Triangle, Manasas, Centerville, 
Chantilly, Herndon, Dranesville, and back to 
the point of beginning at Rockville, Mary- 
land. The parts of this area lying within the 
state of Maryland are excepted from the 
jurisdiction of the Maryland Division. It is 
understood that residents of College Park, 
the site of the University of Maryland, may 
belong to the Washington Division if they 
fence there; this is in accord with the Con- 
stitutional provision permitting a fencer to 
join the division in which he resides or the 
division in which he fences. 


By-Laws Approved

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Eastern Olympic Tryouts

Twenty-six starters in the first Olympic 
point-scoring competition of the season in 
foil were reduced to a final of nine. Albert 
Axelrod repeated his performance at the 
1955 nationals by placing filst after a 
fence-off. His opponent this time was Na- 
thaniel Lubell who had beaten Axelrod 5-1 
in the regular round but bowed 5-2 in the 
fence-off. Dan Bukantz was third on touches 
over Neil Lazar and Harold Goldsmith. Two- 
thirds of the closely-fought final was fenced 
with the electric foil. Judges were used in 
the first few bouts when a short circuit in 
the reel and poor contacts between body 
cord and weapon frustrated fencers and 
spectators. Once the equipment was ready, 
the bouts were hampered only by the ap- 
parent frailty of the wires on the weapons; 
James Castello and Tom Bickley were kept 
busy on repairs. The breakdowns did not 
affect the general goodwill which prevails 
when there are no judges to blame for the 
loss of a touch.

QUESTIONS ON RULES 
To the Editor: 


There is an interchange between fencers 
A and B. On the halt, the director is not 
certain as to who initiated the action. May 
he request this information from the judges, 
as to the initial right of way? 

Is the director permitted to request any- 
thing other than opinion on materiality from 
the judges?

Answer 

The director may not ask the judges their 
opinion as to who intiated the action. Never- 
theless, a director in such an embarrassing 
spot can minimize the possibility of injustice 
by asking each judge first whether the fencer 
he is watching has been hit fair or foul. If 
only one fencer has been hit, the right of 
way makes no difference. If both men are 
hit, the director should, under Rule 623, 
require each judge to state on which move- 
ment the hit arrived in each direction. Al- 
though this is not fool-proof, it may settle 
the question if one hit is so far ahead of 
the other that the right of way would make 
no difference. If the time difference is not 
clear, the director should apologize to the 
fencers, state that he is in doubt as to the 
right of way, and annul the action under 
Rule 835-c.

HOW TO FENCE — A Handbook for 
Teachers and Students. By Frederica Bern- 
hard and Vernon Edwards.

Accordingly the 
following changes were approved: (1) Five- 
touch bouts in epee; (2) two-meter penalty 
for going off the side of the strip in epee 
and sabre; (3) scoring of touch2s against 
the fencer who is hit.
